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REPORT,  &C. 


The  Medical  Faculty  of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania  have 
pleasure  in  reporting  to  the  alumni  and  friends  of  the  Institution  the 
continued  prosperity  of  the  school.  The  number  of  students  in 
attendance  during  the  last  winter,  though  less  than  in  the  preceding 
year,  was  above  the  annual  average;  and  the  Faculty  were  extremely 
gratified  by  the  unexceptionable  deportment  of  the  class,  and  their 
steady  devotion  to  the  duties  of  the  session.  In  addition  to  the  ordi¬ 
nary  courses  of  instruction,  and  to  the  practical  demonstrations  in 
medicine  and  surgery  within  the  walls  of  the  College,  which  were 
continued  throughout  the  session,  a  large  proportion  of  the  students 
attended  the  clinical  instruction  in  the  Pennsylvania  Plospital,  where 
regular  lectures  were  given  twice  a  week,  and  the  opportunity  was 
afforded  of  witnessing  the  most  important  surgical  operations,  and  dis¬ 
ease  in  its  most  interesting  and  diversified  forms.  Appended  to  this 
communication  are  catalogues  of  the  matriculants  and  graduates  of  the 
last  year,  in  which  will  be  observed,  in  connexion  with  the  name  of 
each  student,  that  also  of  his  piivate  preceptor,  together  with  his  place 
of  residence,  as  reported  to  the  Dean  of  the  Faculty. 

Since  the  last  annual  communication  of  the  Faculty,  an  occurrence 
has  taken  place  of  great  interest  to  the  Medical  Profession,  and  likely 
to  exert  no  little  influence  over  the  future  character  of  medical  instruc¬ 
tion  in  this  country.  A  Convention  of  Physicians,  representing 
medical  bodies  in  almost  all  sections  of  the  Union,  assembled  in 
Philadelphia  in  May  last,  to  take  into  consideration  the  various  inte¬ 
rests  of  the  profession,  and  to  adopt  measures  calculated  to  sustain 
and  elevate  its  character  and  usefulness.  It  is  believed  that,  in  re¬ 
lation  to  its  numbers,  and  the  standing  of  its  individual  members,  the 
late  convention  has  never  been  equalled  by  any  assemblage  of  medical 
men  upon  this  continent.  The  recommendations  of  such  a  body  are 
entitled  to  the  highest  respect;  and,  though  it  may  not  be  practicable 
to  carry  them  immediately  into  full  effect,  yet,  as  they  have  the 
general  good  only  in  view,  it  would  appear  to  be  incumbent  on  all 
to  enter  into  their  spirit,  and  by  cordial  efforts  to  prepare  the  way  for 
the  ultimate  attainment  of  their  objects.  The  Faculty  recognise  this 
obligation,  and  propose  to  act  in  accordance  with  it. 
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A  prominent  measure  among  those  recommended  by  the  Conven¬ 
tion  is  the  prolongation  of  the  annual  course  of  scholastic  medical 
instruction  to  six  months.  The  Faculty  have  long  been  sensible  of 
the  evils  of  the  limited  period  generally  allotted  to  their  courses  by 
the  schools.  It  was  adopted  in  the  infancy  of  medical  teaching  in 
this  country,  and  at  a  period  when  our  science  w'as  much  less  ex¬ 
panded  than  at  present.  The  rapid  growth  of  medicine  in  almost  all 
its  branches,  and  especially  the  increased  attention  to  the  important 
subject  of  demonstration,  have  greatly  multiplied  the  number  of  lec¬ 
tures;  and,  independently  of  these  causes,  the  advancing  wealth  and 
intelligence  of  the  country  have  called  for  a  corresponding  expansion  of 
the  means  of  knowledge  in  relation  to  one  of  its  most  important  interests. 
Yet  it  has  been  deemed  necessary  to  crowd  this  increased  amount 
of  instruction  within  the  limits  of  time  originally  fixed;  and  the  con¬ 
sequence  has  been  that  the  lectures  follow  each  other  in  such  rapid 
succession,  as  to  task  unduly  both  the  mental  and  physical  powers  of 
the  pupil.  It  is  only  by  a  painful  concentration  of  the  attention,  and 
the  devotion  of  their  whole  time  to  study  during  the  allotted  period,  to 
the  exclusion  of  necessary  rest  and  exercise,  that  even  the  most  ad¬ 
vanced  students  can  follow  satisfactorily  the  different  courses;  and  the 
younger  must  necessarily  be  content  with  an  imperfect  understanding 
of  the  subject.  There  cannot  be  the  least  doubt,  that,  by  spreading 
the  same  amount  of  instruction  over  a  larger  space  of  time,  the  student 
would  gain  a  more  than  proportional  increase  of  knowledge,  with  less 
strain  upon  his  faculties,  and  less  injury  to  his  health. 

Influenced  by  considerations  of  this  kind,  the  Medical  Faculty  at¬ 
tempted,  so  long  since  as  the  year  1836,  to  lengthen  the  course  from 
four  to  five  months,  by  continuing  the  lectures  from  the  ordinary  time 
of  beginning  in  the  first  week  of  November,  to  the  last  of  March; 
while  they  instituted  preliminary  lectures  during  the  month  of  October; 
so  that  virtually  the  course  of  instruction  was  extended  through  six 
months,  for  all  those  who  might  find  it  convenient  to  attend.  The 
attempt,  however,  met  with  only  partial  success.  The  preliminary 
lectures  have  been  continued  with  greater  or  less  regularity  to  the 
present  time,  and  have  been  attended  by  classes  varying  from  100  to 
250  in  number.  But,  as  the  example  of  the  University  was  not  fol¬ 
lowed  by  other  schools,  which  continued  to  terminate  their  sessions  at 
the  close  of  February,  it  was  found  impossible  to  retain  the  students  of 
the  first  course  throughout  the  month  of  March;  and  the  Faculty 
deemed  it  expedient  to  close  their  lectures  in  the  middle  of  March, 
thus  gaining  two  weeks  upon  the  original  length  of  the  regular  session, 
instead  of  the  four  weeks  at  first  contemplated. 
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With  the  support  of  the  late  Convention,  and  with  the  presumed 
countenance  of  the  profession  at  large,  the  Faculty  are  disposed  to 
make  a  fresh  effort  to  accomplish  this  very  desirable  object.  In 
Europe,  the  necessity  of  a  period  of  scholastic  instruction  longer  than 
the  one  habitual  in  this  country,  is  universally  recognised;  and  it  is 
believed  that  in  no  distinguished  medical  school  abroad  is  the  annual 
session  shorter  than  six  months.  There  is  certainly  nothing  in  the 
condition  of  the  United  States  which  can  justify  their  lingering  reluc¬ 
tantly  behind  the  communities  of  Europe  in  the  means  of  promoting 
the  knowledge  of  so  important  a  science  as  that  of  medicine.  There 
is  as  much  wealth  and  intelligence  diffused  among  the  great  masses  of 
people  in  this  country  as  abroad  ;  and  the  pecuniary  means  of  those 
who  study  for  the  medical  profession,  are  probably  on  the  average 
greater  than  those  of  the  European  student.  Why,  therefore,  should 
we  delay  in  widening  our  limits  of  instruction  till  they  equal  those  of 
communities  not  more  advanced  in  other  respects?  Will  the  world, 
will  our  posterity  justify  us  in  remaining  voluntarily  in  a  position  of 
inferiority,  which,  independently  of  other  weighty  considerations,  must 
affect  the  credit  of  our  beloved  country  in  contemporary  estimation 
and  in  history? 

The  only  objection  to  the  prolongation  of  the  course  is  the  increased 
expense  to  the  student.  But  a  glance  at  the  subject  will  be  sufficient 
to  show  that  this  will  be  very  trifling,  compared  with  the  importance  of 
the  object.  A  large  proportion  of  the  students,  perhaps  one-third  of 
the  whole  class,  are  usually  in  the  city  at  least  two  weeks  before  the 
opening  of  the  regular  courses ;  and  all  the  successful  candidates  for 
graduation,  the  number  of  whom  exceeds  one-third  of  the  class, 
necessarily  remain  until  the  period  of  the  commencement  about  the 
first  of  April,  beyond  which  they  will  not  be  detained  according  to 
the  new  arrangement ;  as  it  is  contemplated  that  the  commencement 
shall  take  place  about  the  same  time  as  in  former  years.  For  at  least 
one-third  of  the  class,  therefore,  it  is  presumed  that  their  length  of 
stay  in  the  city  will  not  be  increased  ;  while  for  none  will  the  additional 
detention  be  longer  than  four  weeks.  The  whole  increase  of  expense 
will  be  for  boarding  during  this  short  period,  and  may  vary  from  ten 
to  twenty  dollars,  according  to  the  accommodation  desired  by  the 
student.  Now  by  a  recent  resolution  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
University,  the  whole  amount  of  fees  for  the  course  has  been  reduced 
from  120  to  105  dollars,  or  15  dollars  for  each  of  the  seven  chairs; 
while  ten  dollars  has  been  deducted  by  the  same  authority  from  the 
expense  of  graduation,  in  consideration  of  the  requisition  of  the  Hos¬ 
pital  ticket  which  still  remains  in  force.  Thus  it  appears  that  to  every 
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member  of  the  class  the  cost  of  tuition  will  be  fifteen  dollars  less  than 
formerly,  and  to  the  candidate  for  graduation  twenty-five  dollars  less; 
so  that  the  additional  expense  of  boarding  will  be  considerably  more 
than  covered ;  and,  even  in  a  pecuniary  point  of  view,  the  student 
will  be  benefited  by  the  contemplated  arrangement;  while  in  every 
other  respect  his  gain  will  be  very  great. 

It  is  admitted  by  the  Faculty  that,  in  adopting  the  present  plan, 
they  do  so  at  the  risk  of  diminishing  the  numbers  of  the  class,  and 
consequently  their  own  emoluments.  But  they  look  to  the  profession 
for  support  in  this  attempt  to  elevate  its  character  by  impi’oving  the 
education  of  those  about  to  enter  it.  They  felt  it  incumbent  upon 
them,  as  representing  the  oldest  medical  school  in  the  country,  to 
come  forward  and  offer  to  the  profession  this  opportunity  of  carrying 
into  effect  what  appears  to  be  its  own  cherished  wish,  and  is  certainly 
in  itself  highly  desirable.  Should  the  attempt  prove  successful,  other 
schools  will  probably  come  into  the  measure ;  and  we  may  thus  hope 
to  witness  a  universal  improvement  of  medical  education  in  the  United 
States.  Should  it  fail,  the  Faculty  will  at  least  have  the  consolation 
of  having  acted  in  accordance  with  their  sense  of  duty. 

In  extending  the  period  of  scholastic  instruction,  the  Faculty  have 
no  wish  to  encroach  on  the  rights  of  the  private  preceptor.  They 
fully  and  cordially  recognise  the  importance  of  office  instruction,  and 
deem  the  opportunities  enjoyed  by  the  student  of  acquiring  practical 
knowledge,  by  visiting  the  sick,  and  preparing  medicines  for  their  use, 
under  the  immediate  eye  of  his  preceptor,  as  of  the  utmost  value  in 
the  scheme  of  medical  tuition.  They  do  not  think  that  an  addition  of 
four  weeks  to  each  winter  session  will  be  considered  as  unduly  en¬ 
croaching  upon  the  period  of  private  study ;  and  the  preceptor  will 
probably  find,  that  the  increased  ability  of  the  student  to  make  a  pro¬ 
fitable  use  of  the  interval  between  the  sessions,  will  much  more  than 
compensate  for  the  slight  diminution  of  that  interval. 

In  relation  to  the  qualifications  for  graduation,  the  Faculty  do  not 
perceive  that  they  can  at  present  advantageously  extend  their  system. 
It  has  always  been  their  wish,  that  the  honours  of  the  Institution  with 
which  they  are  connected,  should  be  more  than  nominal;  that  the  de¬ 
gree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  in  the  University  should  be  a  true  testimo¬ 
nial  of  respectable  medical  attainment.  To  this  end  their  final  exami¬ 
nations  have  always  been  directed.  Without  exacting  of  the  student 
an  amount  of  knowledge  beyond  what  might  be  reasonably  expected 
from  ordinary  industry  applied  during  the  regular  period  of  study,  they 
have  aimed  to  exclude  ignorance  from  the  honours  of  the  school ;  and 
they  can  confidently  appeal  to  the  general  standing  of  the  graduates 


as  evidence  of  their  success.  As  a  particular  instance,  they  may  per¬ 
haps  be  permitted,  without  the  imputation  of  undue  boasting,  to  allude 
to  the  number  of  the  graduates  of  the  University  who  have  distin¬ 
guished  themselves  as  public  teachers,  in  the  numerous  medical  schools 
which  have  sprung  into  existence  during  the  last  thirty  years.  That 
in  time,  under  the  influence  of  enlightened  public  sentiment,  the  stand¬ 
ard  of  graduation  may  be  still  further  elevated,  is  the  sincere  hope,  and 
will  be  the  honest  endeavour  of  the  Faculty,  should  their  present  efforts 
meet  with  the  co-operation  of  the  profession  and  the  schools. 

In  compliance  with  a  resolution  of  the  recent  Convention,  the  Faculty 
strongly  recommend  to  the  young  gentlemen  who  may  propose  attend¬ 
ing  their  instructions  during  the  ensuing  course,  to  bring  with  them 
letters  from  their  several  preceptors  to  the  Dean  of  the  Faculty,  stating 
their  age,  the  period  at  which  they  began  their  professional  studies, 
and  the  general  character  of  their  preliminary  attainments,  so  far  as 
these  may  be  known  to  the  teacher. 

It  is  generally  known  that  the  chair  of  Chemistry  has  become  va¬ 
cant  by  the  resignation  of  its  late  occupant,  Dr.  Robert  Hare.  The 
Faculty  cannot  allow  this  opportunity  to  pass,  without  expressing  their 
high  sense  of  the  scientific  attainments  and  great  moral  worth  of  their 
distinguished  colleague,  and  their  gratification  at  bis  appointment  by 
the  Trustees  to  the  position  of  Emeritus  Professor  of  Chemistry,  by 
which  he  is  retained  in  an  honorary  connexion  with  the  school.  The 
vacancy  will  be  filled  before  the  opening  of  the  ensuing  session ;  so 
that  no  interruption  will  take  place  in  the  regular  courses  of  instruction. 

Since  the  close  of  the  late  session,  the  school  has  received  a  valu¬ 
able  accession  by  the  appointment  of  Dr.  Jacob  Randolph,  one  of  the 
attending  surgeons  of  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital,  as  professor  of  Clini¬ 
cal  Surgery.  It  is  expected  that  regular  courses  of  clinical  instruction, 
both  in  Medicine  and  Surgery,  will  be  delivered  in  the  Pennsylvania 
Hospital  during  the  ensuing  winter.  Access  to  that  Institution  is  open 
to  all  persons,  upon  the  prescribing  days,  twice  a  week,  throughout 
the  year,  upon  the  payment  of  the  moderate  sum  of  ten  dollars.  At¬ 
tendance  for  one  session  upon  the  practice  of  this,  or  of  some  other 
Hospital  recognised  by  the  Faculty,  has  always  been  requisite  to  gra¬ 
duation  in  the  University  of  Pennsylvania,  with  the  exception  of  the 
session  of  1845-46,  when  circumstances  rendered  compliance  with  the 
rule  on  the  part  of  the  students,  impossible.  The  requisition,  there¬ 
fore,  at  present  in  force,  is  not  a  new  feature  in  the  regulations  of  the 
school.  Hereafter,  however,  it  will  cease  to  be  a  burthen  upon  the 
pecuniary  resources  of  the  student;  the  Trustees  of  the  University,  as 
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already  mentioned,  having  deducted  from  the  graduation  fees  an 
amount  equal  to  the  cost  of  the  Hospital  ticket. 

In  addition  to  the  means  of  demonstration  in  Medicine  and  Surgery 
already  alluded  to,  a  Dispensatory  is  kept  open  in  the  college  buildings 
throughout  the  year,  in  which  great  numbers  of  the  poor  are  prescribed 
for  annually,  and  to  which  the  students  have  at  all  times  free  access. 

In  closing  this  communication,  the  Faculty  would  once  more  appeal 
to  the  public  spirit  of  the  profession.  Of  themselves,  they  can  do  no 
more  than  offer  the  means  for  an  expanded  system  of  medical  instruc¬ 
tion.  Upon  the  profession  itself,  must  depend  the  issue.  At  no  time 
has  there  been  a  fairer  opening  for  a  combined  effort  to  place  the  study 
and  practice  of  medicine  in  that  elevated  position  to  which  their  nature 
and  objects  would  appear  to  entitle  them.  Should  this  effort  not  be 
made,  or  should  it  fail  from  a  want  of  hearty  and  united  co-operation, 
the  fear  is  that  a  condition  of  mediocrity  will  be  fixed  upon  this  great 
interest  of  our  country,  and  that  for  a  long  series  of  years,  the  friends 
of  medicine,  instead  of  working  with  the  cheering  prospect  of  a  conti¬ 
nued  advance  before  them,  will  find  themselves  engaged  in  the  irksome 
and  discouraging  task  of  withstanding  the  deteriorating  tendencies  of 
a  mere  business  competition.

The  Medical  Department  is  under  the  immediate  government  of  the 
Medical  Professors,  who  constitute  the  Faculty  of  Medicine,  subject  to 
:he  Rules  and  Statutes  of  the  Board  of  Trustees.  The  Faculty  consists 
of 

A  Professor  of  Anatomy, 

A  Professor  of  the  Theory  and  Practice  of  Medicine 
and  Clinical  Medicine, 

A  Professor  of  Materia  Medica  and  Pharmacy, 

A  Professor  of  Chemistry, 

A  Professor  of  Surgery, 

A  Professor  of  Obstetrics  and  the  Diseases  of  Women 
and  Children,  and 

A  Professor  of  the  Institutes  of  Medicine. 

The  Medical  Faculty  hold  meetings  for  the  purpose  of  arranging  and 
conducting  the  business  of  their  department,  and  for  the  preservation 
of  order  and  decorum  among  the  medical  students. 

One  of  the  members  acts  as  Dean,  whose  duty  it  is  to  keep  the  Min¬ 
utes  of  the  Faculty,  to  arrange  the  examinations  of  the  candidates  for 
graduation,  to  conduct  the  business  of  the  Faculty  at  their  meetings, 
and  to  attend  to  correspondence. 

The  regular  Session  for  the  Medical  Lectures  begins  about  the  mid- 
die  of  October,  and  ends  at  the  close  of  March  ensuing. 

Preliminary  Lectures  are  given  in  the  early  part  of  October,  com¬ 
mencing  on  the  first  Monday  in  the  month,  and  continuing  until  the 
opening  of  the  regular  session.  Attendance  upon  these  lectures  is  not 
essential  to  graduation. 

The  Commencement  for  conferring  the  Degree  of  Doctor  of  Medi¬ 
cine,  is  held  by  a  special  mandamus  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  early 
in  April. 
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Graduates  of  five  years’  standing,  of  respectable  Medical  Schools  on 
the  ad  Eundem  list,  are  permitted  to  attend  the  course  of  Lectures, 
upon  a  General  Ticket  of  admission,  free  of  expense,  except  the  cost 
of  the  Matriculating  Ticket. 

The  following  are  the  Rules  in  force  in  relation  to  the  Degree  of 
Doctor  of  Medicine. 

1.  The  candidate  must  have  attained  the  age  of  twenty-one  years, 
have  applied  himself  to  the  study  of  Medicine  for  three  years,  and  have 
been,  during  that  time,  the  private  pupil,  for  two  years  at  least,  of  a 
respectable  practitioner  of  Medicine. 

2.  The  candidate  must  have  attended  two  complete  courses  of  the 
following  Lectures  in  this  Institution : 

Anatomy, 

Theory  and  Practice  of  Medicine, 

Materia  Medica  and  Pharmacy, 

Chemistry, 

S-urgery, 

Obstetrics  and  the  Diseases  of  Women  and  Children, 

Institutes  of  Medicine. 

3.  The  candidate  must  also  have  attended  one  course  of  Clinical 
Instruction  in  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital,  or  some  other  Institution  ap¬ 
proved  of  by  the  Faculty  of  Medicine. 

4.  Medical  students  who  have  attended  one  complete  course  in  a 
respectable  Medical  School,  where  the  attendance  on  two  complete 
courses  is  necessary  to  a  degree,  where  the  same  branches  are  taught 
as  in  this,  and  which  is  placed  upon  the  ad  Eundem  of  this  school,  are 
permitted  to  become  candidates  by  an  attendance  here  upon  one  full 
course.  They  are  also  exempted  from  the  payment  of  fees  upon 
attending  here  a  second  term. 

5.  When  a  candidate  applies  to  the  Dean  for  admission,  he  must 
exhibit  his  tickets  to  prove  that  the  above  Rules  have  been  complied 
with. 

6.  The  candidate,  at  the  time  of  his  application,  must  deliver  to  the 
Dean  of  the  Medical  Faculty  a  Thesis,  composed  by  himself,  on  some 
medical  subject.  This  thesis  is  referred  to  one  of  the  Professors,  who 
shall  examine  the  candidate  upon  it,  and  make  his  report  thereon  to 
the  Medical  Faculty. 

7.  When  a  candidate  is  rejected,  his  essay  will  be  retained  by  the 
Medical  Faculty. 

8.  When  a  candidate  withdraws  his  essay  before  examination,  he 
will,  upon  re-application,  be  placed  at  the  foot  of  the  list. 
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9.  The  essay  must  be  in  the  candidate’s  own  hand-writing,  and 
must  be  written  uniformly  on  letter  paper  of  the  same  size,  the  alternate 
pages  being  left  blank.* 

10.  General  bad  spelling  in  a  Thesis,  or  general  inattention  to  the 
rules  of  grammar,  will  preclude  a  candidate  from  examination  for  a 
degree. 

11.  A  Thesis  may  be  published  by  the  candidate  if  he  desire  it,  the 
permission  of  the  Professor  by  whom  he  was  examined  thereon  being 
first  obtained;  but  no  alteration  shall  be  afterwards  made  in  such  thesis 
without  the  consent  of  the  said  Professor. 

12.  The  voting  on  the  case  of  each  candidate  is  by  private  ballot, 
and  three  negative  votes  shall  reject  him. 

13.  The  candidate  shall  pay  the  fees  of  graduation,  at  the  time  of 
his  examination,  or  before  receiving  notice  of  his  success;  and  before 
his  name  can  be  entered  on  the  Register  of  passed  candidates,  for  the 
purpose  of  being  reported  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  included  in  the 
mandamus  for  a  Degree. 

14.  Candidates  who  have  passed  their  examination,  and  in  other 
respects  complied  with  the  regulations,  are  to  be  reported  by  the  Dean 
to  the  Provost,  who  will  communicate  such  report  to  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  in  order  that,  if  approved  of  by  them,  their  mandamus  be 
issued  for  conferring  the  Degree. 

15.  The  Degree  will  not  be  conferred  upon  a  candidate,  who  absents 
himself  from  the  public  Commencement,  except  by  special  permission 
of  the  Medical  Faculty. 

1G.  Graduates  of  Medical  Schools,  on  the  ad  Eundem  list,  bv 
attending,  on  a  full  set  of  Tickets,  one  complete  course  in  this  Institu¬ 
tion,  are  put  upon  the  same  footing  with  students  who  have  attended 
two  complete  courses  here. 

Rules  of  Examination  for  the  Degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine. 

The  names  and  essays  of  the  candidates  are  to  be  presented  to  the 
Dean  on  or  before  tbe  first  day  of  February  in  each  year.  The  can¬ 
didates  are  then  to  be  divided,  either  by  their  own  arrangement  or  by 
that  of  the  Dean,  into  classes  of  eight  persons  each. 

These  classes  will  be  designated  numerically  by  lot,  and  then 
formed  into  groups,  there  being  seven  classes  in  each  group. 

No  person’s  name  will  be  received  on  a  class  unless  his  essay  be  in 

*  The  Essay  should  be  written  upon  Thesis  paper,  which  can  be  procured  at 
the  Medical  bookstores.  This  is  for  the  purpose  of  convenient  binding  together 
into  volumes. 
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possession  of  the  Dean;  nor  is  his  name  to  be  attached  to  a  class  by 
any  other  than  the  Dean,  unless  he  shall  have  signified  his  desire  to 
that  effect. 

The  classes  are  to  call  at  the  houses  of  the  several  Professors,  or  at 
some  other  place  designated  by  the  latter ;  and  when  in  attendance, 
each  of  the  individuals  composing  a  class  is  to  be  examined  separately, 
and  in  the  order  of  his  name  on  the  list  of  his  class. 

Each  Professor  is  to  keep  a  list  of  those  examined  by  him,  and  op¬ 
posite  to  the  name  of  each  candidate  is  to  note  the  result  of  his  exami¬ 
nation,  with  the  view  to  vote  in  the  affirmative  or  negative,  as  to  his 
qualifications  for  the  Degree. 

As  the  examination  of  each  group  of  classes  shall  be  completed,  the 
Faculty  will  meet;  the  names  of  the  candidates  examined  are  to  be 
read  by  the  Dean;  and  as  each  name  is  called,  the  Professors  are  to 
consult  their  memoranda,  and,  if  no  remarks  be  made,  are  to  proceed  to 
vote  by  ballot.  If  there  should  not  be  three  negative  votes,  the  candi¬ 
date  is  to  be  considered  as  having  passed,  and  is  to  be  entitled  to  his 
Degree.  Should  three  black  balls  be  cast,  the  candidate  is  not  to  be 
considered  as  definitively  rejected,  but  is  to  have  the  privilege  of  an¬ 
other  examination  before  the  whole  Faculty  in  joint  session. 

A  candidate  who  may  not  have  succeeded  in  the  first  ballot  shall, 
upon  declining  an  examination  before  the  Faculty  in  joint  session,  have 
the  privilege  of  withdrawing  his  Thesis,  without  being  considered  as 
rejected. 

If,  upon  the  name  of  a  candidate  being  called  out,  one  or  more  of 
the  Faculty  have  remarks  to  make  in  relation  to  his  qualifications,  they 
are  to  be  heard  before  the  vote  is  taken. 

The  candidates  in  classes  being  thus  disposed  of,  the  Faculty  will 
then  proceed  with  those  who  may  prefer  an  examination  before  the 
Faculty  in  joint  session ;  and  afterwards  with  those  who,  having  received 
three  negative  votes,  may  still  choose  to  avail  themselves  of  the  oppor¬ 
tunity  of  a  final  examination  offered  by  the  Faculty. 

Formal  notice  of  a  successful  examination  will  be  delivered  upon  the 
fees  of  graduation  being  paid,  after  which  the  candidate  will  insert  his 
own  name  with  the  title  of  his  Essay,  upon  the  Register  of  Graduates. 
No  diploma  will  be  made  out,  or  passed  candidate  reported  to  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  except  from  an  entry  upon  the  Register. 

If  a  Thesis  be  found  remarkable  for  any  good  quality,  the  fact  is  to 
be  reported  by  the  Professor  having  charge  of  the  Thesis,  to  the  Fa¬ 
culty  at  their  meeting,  who  may  take  upon  it  such  action  as  they  may 
deem  advisable.
